a ojafge of dleloyalty Jto ble euperlor, 
lehlelaot Superintendent Montgomery. 
Oefdoso bed admitted to e committee 
aoO the euperloteodeot that he had 
made dleparagtog remetk* about Dr. 
Montgomery, who baa la fact, been a 
storm centre alooe the first meeting of 
the new board. Mra. Terrell, a colored 
member of the board, has warmly de¬ 
fended Dr. Montgomery, saying In a 
recently publlebed Interview: 

* *go much hae beenjeald about tbe 
treachery and tbe duplicity of tbe 
oo(.ored assistant euperloteodeot, wbo 
br» been uDjustly accused] of trying to 
smuggle names of night seb *ol teachers 
to tbe board, contrary to tha^expresaed 
wishes of tbe superintendent tbat a 
reply is oeoeesary.' Dr. Montgomery 
acted, Mrs. Terrell maintains, wltblu 
blu rights, and as tbe superintendent 
hun r*k«n no action In tbe matter tbe 


Dr. William E. Chancellor, formerly 
superintendent «. f ecboula here nwd now 
superintendent of W asblogtco, D. t. 
schools, has evldect'y found * deld In 
tbe national capita: -mlueutly suited 
to bis remarkable abilities as so organ¬ 
izer and /y8temallxer. Waehlogtoo 
acbool matters were permitted to get 
toto a confuted state, and the work of 
reeonatruotloo has fallen loto the baeda 
of Dr. Obaocelior. a mao admirably 
adapted for the tfcfth. The New York 
String PoM ol October 20 published so 
exteoalve review of acbool condition* 
In Waablngtoo : 

“ Dr. Chancellor’# drat difficult prob¬ 
lem In Waablngtoo waa over tbe term 
of office of teacbera. Ooogress recently 
passed an act embodying certain Im¬ 
portant changes in the school system 
of the olty. Tbat part of the act relat¬ 
ing to tbe appointment of teacbera baa 
been tbe subject of conflicting opinions. 
Assistant United States Attorney Mo- 
Namera, special couosel for tbe Board 
of Education, making lntsrpretatlons 
of tbe new law governing tbe schools of 
tbe District of Columbia In one way, 
and R. J. Tracewd!, comptroller of the 
treasury, rendering decisions In a 
diametrically opposite manner. Accord¬ 
ing to Mr McNnmers. the Uw automati¬ 
cally continued the appointments of 
all teachers In the District public 
schools. He said in tbe opinion sent 
to tbe b ’ard : 

•• With this opinion In mind tbe 
special counsellor declared that tbe 
board had ruled Illegally la reappolntlDg 
certain bodies of teacbera and bolding 
up tbe certification of others whose 
marks bad been merely fair. Tbe 
appointment of teachers, as made by 
tbe new board upoa tbe recommenda¬ 
tion of tbe sapertotendeot for doe year 
merely, was also declared 1 legal.’ 

"Dr. Chancellor at ot.ee adjusted 
blmsalf to tbe decision and finding tbat 
‘ tbe fixing of the term of a year for 
certain officers aad teachers Is prob¬ 
ably Incorrect legally,’ recommended 
* tbat all teacbera hitherto appointed 
anu continued for tbe term of one year 
be appoint'd aud continued without 
term etated.’ 

•• In hie recommendation tbe superin¬ 
tendent said : 

‘It was my Idea in fixing the term to 
assure those persons luvolved that they 
would serve at least one year.’ 

If meaut as a posltlvj assurance of 
safety to the teachers, tbe measure waa 
Ineffective, for the dismissal of Mrs. 
Anna J. Cooper, principal of tbe M 
Street High School; Mr. James B. 
Clarke, a supervlslog principal; Mls6 
Nalle and Mr. John L. Love, teachers In 
the M 3trefet High School, without any 
investigation, 'for tbe good of- tbe 
•ervtoe,’ followed bard upon It. These 
dismissed teachers were all colored. 
Mr. M. F. F. Swartzsll, principal of tbe 
Eastern High School, and Mr. Keene, a 
supervising principal, white teachers, 
wbo were not dismissed, but set aside 
or transferred, the latter to a grade 
prlnclpalsblp and tbe former to a posi¬ 
tion, tne salary for whlcb was to be 
determined by the comptroller, upon 
their declination to accept these posi¬ 
tions, were declared to have eevered 
their connection with tbe service *ua

More than 
a million over the last appropriation 
Is requested, buildings aud grounds 
being tbe Item showing the greatest 
Increase. The sleeptog beauty finds 
her awakenets demanding tbai she 
mortgage her patrimony.
